not the elimination ol" highway crossings and improving 
conditions generally on the highways, important as this 
may be, but the elimination of reckless drivers \\ lu. make 
up "a small percentage of the total, and who are respon- 
sible for nearly all tho accidents." 
According to its statistics, however, reckless drivers 


tend to eliminate themselves. 
Within four months last 


year in crossing accidents on the Pennsylvania system 
alone seven persons were killed and 17 injured, accord- 
ing to the testimony of survivors, from attempts to beat 
trains over crossings.
